a retreat, or whether he has elected to 
fight. In any case It is considered that 
any day may bring news of a great 
battle in this district, as the transport 
difficulties are believed to be so great 
as to tm. e It almost Impossible for 
General Kuropatkin to effect a rapid 
retirement. 
Indefinite reports continue to reach 
London of Japanese bombardment of 
Port Arthur and Dalny, 
The report 
that General Kuropatkin’s aggregate 
forces for the impending battle do not 
exceed 100.000 men has been con­ 
firmed. 
Shanghai dispatches report that the 
Chinese are greatly gratified at the 
Japanese invitation to the Tartar vice­ 
roy of Mukden to re-establish the ad­ 
ministration of Antung and induce Chi­ 
nese traders to return and resume bus­ 
iness. 
A correspondent at Shan Hal Kwan, 
cabling under date of May 17, says that 
the Japanese troops landed at Kai 
Chau both Sunday and Monday, meet­ 
ing with opposition. 
A New Chwang 
correspondent cabling under date of 
May 17, says: 
“The Japanese with a 
large fleet of transporta and warships, 
appeared at Kai Chau yesterday morn­ 
ing and opened a terrific bombardment 
against the shore defenses, which were 
silenced by 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
the Russians retreating to Tashi Chao. 
The Japanese troops landed and are 
today advancing rapidly, outflanking 
Tashi Chao and New Chwang.”

Lack of Opposition Gave Japanese 
Great Advantage. 
St. Petersburg. May 18.—Advices re­ 
ceived by the general staff show that 
the Japanese are practically masters 
of all cf the southern end of Liao Tung 
peninsula, save Port Arthur and the 
territory 
commanded 
by 
its 
guns. 
This result, so promptly brought about, 
is due to the failure of the Russians 
to make opposition of any consequence 
to the Japanese advance. 
A member of the general staff said 
that the removal of the guns from the 
fortifications erected i t King Chau and 
I the construction of Port Dalny were 
primarily for the purpose of concen­ 
trating the entire Russian force at i 
Port Arthur. 
If the men and guns 
were scattered the effect would have 
been to distribute the means of the de- 
: tense of the fortresses over a numbr i 
of points strategically weak. 
The d e-j 
! struction of Dalny was the result of 1 
I no sudden determination, but was due 
J to the probability that a force attempt­ 
ing to hold this place could be sepa­ 
rated from Port Arthur and captured, 
thus inflicting further loss of prestige 
to the Russians, which could not be 
permitted at this time. 
To defend the 
whole of the southern end of the Liao 
Tung peninsula it would have been 
necessary to have an army equal to ! 
that which the Japanese could have • 
landed. 
The weakness of the Manchurian 
army, said this officer, left only one 
course to pursue, namely that of mob­ 
ilizing sufficient troops at Port Arthur 
to hold it until relief came, abandoning 
every point outside which did not con­ 
tribute to the strategic defense of the 
fortress. It has been learned that the 
ground over which the Japanese must 
charge to capture the fortress is heav­ 
ily' mined. 
If they do capture it, the 
officer said, they wdll pay a frightful 
price. 
The destruction of Dalny is com­ 
plete, the breakwater and the build­ 
ings. as well as the piers and docks 
having been blown up.
